California. The latter went up like a 
rocket and came down like a stick. There 
are lots of rockets going up here but no 
sticks earning down. Lou Angeles and 
San Diege were built up by boomers on a 
3asisof ohinmuiio and" glorious climate." 


Seattle and Tacoma grew up oa their 


merits as natural commercial centers end 
carried up in tbe financial world with them 
the squatters who had settled nloog the 
shores oC this inland sea. 


The men who created the Southern Cali- 


fornia boom got out with their money be- 
fore the oraih. The men who were made 
millionaires by the growth of the Pnget 
Sound country are here yet with their 
money. 
That's the difference. 
Money 


from abroad raarle Lou Angeles and San 


e^oanl was lost; Seattle and Ttiooum 


g»rt> capitil from abroad a chanrn to 
double and quadruple itself and it is bore 
yet. 


Many people who think they know all 


about the Sound country dou't know that 
a large chare of it was never seen by 
a white man until four or five years ago; 
still less do they imagine that another 
largo portion of it has cot yet been 
trodden by tho foot of a white mtm 
They don't know that the pins and fir 
forexta of this country are equal in tbe 
quality of their timber to the 
World- 


famed ones of Michigan, and largo enough 
in area to supply the world with luuabtr 
for half a century uftcr Michigan's last 
tree has been felled. They don't know 
that as fine oak, maple, laurel, mahogany 
and other bard woods as can be found on 
the globe exists here in tracts of milei. 
They don't know that this section is fur 
nishing two-thirds of the coal consumed 
oa tbe Pacific coast, and that turn coul 
comes from so few mines they can be 
connted on one's fingers, while tbe dis- 
c'rered but undeveloped coal beds hen- 
excel in extent those of Pennsylvania. 
They don't know that rich iron ore exist* 
nil over tbis country; that hundreds of 
tbou-auds of dollars hitvebeun paid out for 
iron claims tbat never a drill has penetrated. 
They don't know that the fisheries of thin 
region during tbe last year panned out 
$600,000 and are yet in their infancy. Thoj 
don't know tbat the bop lands of this coun- 
try produce twice as large a crop to the 
acre as those of New York, of a quality 
equal to the German article. They don't 
know that it takes a bigger bin to hold 
the wheat grown on n Washington acre 
than any other the sun shines on. They 
don't know tbat this is tbe home of temper- 
ate zone fruits, or that ten acres of Wnsb 
Ington sail, seeded to potatoes and other 
vegetables yield* better ruturus than 100 
acres of N~*ada alfalfa, and finally they 
dou't know that three great transconti- 
nental railroads wore puibcd through fton- 
e-inds of miles of desert to reach this land 
of plenty and thas etill another is coming 
this way as fust as money and men can 
make it.

IWot of Women in Bolof.un. 


Bologna was in an uproar a short time 


ago in consequence of the violent street 
demonstrations of the 2,000 women em- 
ployed in tho arsenal there. The gov- 
ernment had just ordered 21,000,000 car- 
tridges, and in the midst of the resulting 
hurry and bustle several women threw 
about explosives with the greaf/ost care- 
lessness. A young woman superintend- 
ent reported this, and the careless women 
were discharged. 
The superintendent 


had already eanted the hatred of the 
women under her by her pretty face and 
popularity with the officers. 


The discharge of the woman she had 


reported for discipline brought this 
hatred to a white heat, and a conwpiracy 
was formed to lynch her. 
The officers 


in charge of tha arsenal discovered the 
plot and gavo the pretty superintendent 
a guard of ten policemen, who watched 
over her night and day. 
All the women 


in the arsenal then went on a strike and 
marched up and down the streets, shout- 
ing, stoning every one they met, and 
usually bringing up before the pretty 
superintendent's house. Whenever the 
superintendent appeared in the street 
the women were after her trith clubs 
and stones, and were fought back in 
hand-to-hand tussles with her escort of 
policemen. 


_ At night the women painted the town 
till the last Bolognaite was aroused and 
brought to his window with loud de- 
mands for peace. 
The government 


finally listened to these demands, and 
had the streets kept clear at night by a 
company of soldiers. Although most of 
the women have since returned to work, 
the plat against the fascinating superin- 
tendent is still on, and she attends to 
her duties only under the guard of her 
ten policemen.

THEIR WONDERFUL FEATS. 


Very Easy After You Know the Way It 


Is Done—The Mouth and Skin Are Pro- 
tected by a Solution -of Sulphur and 
Alum—Gas Is Generated from Gasoline* 
Among the various methods of earn- 


ing your bread by the sweat of yonr 
brow, fire eating is one that would seem 
bnt few people would adopt as a means 
of livelihood. But for years and years 
people withgcast iron palates and%razen 
plated lips' and tongues have exhibited 
their peculiar abilities for a stipend. 
At the present time in tbis country there 
are a half dozen men and women who 
go about from dime museum to variety 
hall and from variety hall to a "store 
show" and astonish the natives. 
All 


these people do seemingly the most'won- 
derful things, and as the business is dif- 
ficult to learn their numbers are limited. 


The present corps of fiery entertainers 


have, however, been lately augmented by 
a brother and sister, whose ability in that 
line puts everythingin the shade ever seen 
here. They are luiown on the bills'as 
Earle and Ollie Salambo, and are further 
dignified for show purposes as the ^'flu- 
man Electrical Dynameters." Thtf Sa- 
lambos touch each o ther with their fingers 
and produce sparks; they open tneir 
months and a stream of flame two feet 
long issues from them if they but touch 
their lips with the ends of their fingers; 
they swallow boiling wax and blow sparks 
—showers of sparks—from the end of a 
hollow glass tube; thoy tako a gas pipe 
with four gas jets on it, rid by the sim- 
ple process of putting an end in the 
mouth and drawing their hands across 
the gtu jets four good sized flames burst 
into brilliancy. 


HOW THE TRICKS AEE DONE. 


It was only steady practice and con- 


stant coaling of their mouths and hands 
and soles of their feet with a solution, 
and the business %vas comparatively easy 
and they really did not swallow anything 
at all. Each performer has his own 
recipe for the solution he drinks and 
rinses his mouth and hands with, but the 
principal ingredients of it in each case 
remain the same. When the mouth is 
rinsed out in that it forms a sort of an 
artificial skin or film, that it takes a lit- 
tle while to destroy, and as long as taat 
coating remains there is absolutely no 
danger, and the rout of their woMerful 
trices are nothing but a delusion and In 
most cases sleight of hand. 


There is one performer who is known 


in museum circles as "the 
"Human 


Lamp," and ha makes lots of money by 
doing this act. Ho drinks some keror 
sene oil in view of the audience, pats a 
wick in his mouth, lights the wick with 
a match, puts a lamp chimney over the 
flame and burns merrily away. On his 
stand is n lamp half filled with oil. 
From the caii ho pours what purports to 
be oil in the lamp. It is not. It is 
vater, and, of course, the oil already in 
the lamp floats on top of the water; thea 
be lights the oil to prova what he poured 
out was oil. He gravely drinks from 
the oil can, puts a wick saturated with 
sweet oil in his mouth, light? tho wick, 
and thene you are. Very simple, is it 
not? 


Now there is another gentleman who 


walks on red hot bars, and seizing a 
horse shoe heated red hot in a forge near 
by bites the heated ends off und pre- 
tends to swallow them. He is not so 
much of a trickster as the "Human 
Lamp," and really earns all the money 
ke gets, for although his bare feet are 
coated with 9 sulphuric solution ani} 
his mouth and lips well plastered with 
tho same, it is real hard work to bite 
pieces of iron in halves, even if the heat 
makes them soft and pliable, and if they 
are kept in the mouth too long, in spite 
of the film, they are very hot and tm 
comfortable indeed. 
This gentleman 


calls himself St. Elmo, and another part 
of his performance is to take oakum 
balls, saturated with blazing pilch, in 
his moulli, a half dozen in succession, 


THE HUMAN QAS WELL. 


And that trick gets more applause 


than the biting of the horseshoe, but it 
is very easy of accomplishment, because 
the minute yoxi put fire in a place where 
there is no air it immediately goes out, 
and so Uie instant St. Elmo closes hia 
mouth tha fire }s quenched in the bla* 
ing ball, and all there is about it is 
the disagreeable taste of the oakum ball 
and a little warmth, which may not be 
pleasant, but can be borne for $50 a 
week. 


Another trick of the fire eaters is to 


tako a piece of cotton and put it in their 
mouths, and then cpen their mouths and 
blow smoke and 'streams of fire out. 
Every child, or almost every child, 
knows that if you put a spjirlr in the cen-j 
ter of a ball of cotton and blow through) 
itjthe firo will eat all the center out, 
leaving l'iO mere shell.

companion performer to the 


"Humai ' ..ap," knqwn sometimes as 
"Natural Gas," or tho "Human Gas 
Well," fle gets more money thafl'the 
man who drinks water for oil, and de- 
serves to. What 'he does is precisely 
the bas>is of all the work done by the Sa- 
lambos. Instead of eating cotton and 
pitch and wax when heated, he coats his 
mouth with his own private solution 
and unseen stoops down and picks up 
a round worsted ball saturated with gas- 
oline: Now, gasoline is very volatile, 
and when mixed with air forms a vapor 
thatis easily ignited and gives a very 
fierce and blue fiwmo. 


A gasoline ball held iu the mouth and 


blown steadily through, the vapor goes 
through the gas tube and is ignited, and 
that's all there is to the "Human Gas 
Well," The lecturer of the muse-aiv 
where ha works generally vividly de- 
scribes where he was born and how liis 
parents could not keep him from eating 
the dirt in the natural gas fields of Ohio, 
and other interesting fabripfttians,—New 
York Herald.
